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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to After Final Request for Consideration 

1 . The objection to the Oath/Declaration has been withdrawn based on 
consideration of applicant's argument and clarification. 

2. The objection to claim 12 has been withdrawn following applicant's proper 
treatment of the issue raised by examiner. 

REMARKS: 

This action is directed to addressing applicant's arguments and concerns 
regarding the final Office Action. Provided herein-bellow is a summarized response to 
applicant's arguments and concerns as perceived by examiner. 
Argument I: with regard to the combination of references (Rezaiifar and Hunte), 
applicant presents an argument by saying the combination is improper because of lack 
of reasonable suggestion or motivation in either of the references and lack of 
reasonable expectation of success. While admitted that reason for combination was 
provided, applicant argues that it was not adequate. 

Response I: examiner respectfully disagrees with the argument for the following 
reasons. First both of the references combined are within the same field of endeavor 
(cellular/mobile communication), hence combinable. Second, a specific reason for why 
a skilled artisan would be prompted to combine (particularly, prompted to modify the 
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reference of Rezaiifar with the teaching of Hunte), is provided by examiner as shown in 
the final Office Action. Examiner believes the reasoning provided is adequate. 
Argument II: applicant further argues by saying "not all claim limitations are taught or 
suggested by Rezaiifar/Hunte combination." With respect to independent claim 1 t 
Hunte does not disclose, teach or suggest "the control channel including interfered 
carrier information." 

Response II: examiner again respectfully disagrees with the argument. Hunte's 
dynamic link adoption is based on report that contains, among other things, carrier 
strength, interference, and signal variance (see col. 5, lines 28-40). Hence, the 
argument is not moot.
